THE POfFEJta OF TIIE DOMIN- 
ION. 

In all confoderation ns the diffetunt pro- 
vinces proi^rcHS ill dovolopnient and popu- 
lation from thu uulural coiiditiun of 
things there aro apt fiuni time to tinio to 
aripo (lUCHtion.s as to Ihii roliitivn 
powera of the central government and 
those i>f the provincial one. In a cuutitry 
like tilt! Dominion whuro there are grout 
development going on in public works, 
and t'spocialiy in railroad construction, un- 
der a pi culiar aiirt'oment, such qiiostioiia 
aro prottj suro tu crup up and, in f:'.ct, 
havoalready iloii'j so in thu iiiaianco of 
the boundary line railwaj'a wliioliiiropo.sed 
to tup tha Canadian Pacitio and connect 
with a foreign lino on tlie border. This 
was, of Course, disalloned for reasons suf- 
ticicnily oliyioua in tiioniuelvcs, though, 
of cyiurat'.llicio wascoiisiilt-rablegrumbhng 
about it at till' liuuj anion^' it.-, [jrninoturp 
and the Royal Cuy almost threatened U> 
secede. Uii Tuesday in tho house a mild- 
er phnuo of the same question loomed up 
a^aiu on tlie petition of .lohti Irving and 
pthero rclutivn to tlio narrow j^'augo rail- 
way butweon Spalianuicluien andokana- 
can.

P. R. was a 
matter which would come under the term.-i 
of tho B. N. .V. Act, Thifi inclination to 
throw cold wauir on a u.seful enterprise 
at its very concoiiiiun was some- 
tvbat surprising coniinj^ fmm the 
leader of the opposition, and was the more 
ao as he was incorrect. U>>n. iMr.Kubson 
said he was not aware of any statute pro- 
venting tho house receiving such a 
petition, and H"tl. Mr. JSniitho waa con- 
fident that the It. N A. Act confined no 
ouch powor on tlie Ottawa ^'oveninient ex- 
cept uniler certain cucumstancoa, such ii.s 
connectiii!,' two provini'-js or having con 
nectiona witli foreign lines. Ue contend- 
ed that where the proposed line was 
wholly within tho province, and for the 
good of Canada, the ptiiviiiciiil government 
had the right lo deal wiili it alone, and he 
intended to uphold tiiis constilutionul 
right. Some other members differed from 
Hon. Mr. Smithe, but the same 
question cornea up in n different 
ahapo from tiiat of tho boundary 
line raihvays, and posdoa.sea consideralile 
iutereat. In may be true that an act 
passed by the Dominion Government last 
session aimed ut exclusive power iu refer- 
ence to public woiks constructed within 
the province; but tho plain terms of the 
B. N. A. Act, Buppoaing such a m»tter 
came to be argiiod by lawyur.'i, will riae up 
in judnient a;;ain.-!t ii and sustain tlie 
right of the province to regulate aud con- 
trol its own railways. Such, at any rate, 
will bo tho conluntion of this govornmont. 

IMPROVEMENrS AT TUE POST 
OFFICE. 

An Ottawa dispatch to this journal hac 
at last announced that tho puHtniaster- 
genera! has ordered tiie necessary reforms 
iu tho Victoria post oflioo in the shape of 
a number of addaiuiial b(i.\es and, at any 
rate, one wickel for ladies. 'I'hcae altera- 
tions will beheiirlily welcomed, and thanks 
aro doubtless duo to iMesars. Baker and 
tibakcspearo forlhcir oiiorgelic represon- 
tatious on the subject at headquarters. 
Perhaps there aro none of the minor incon- 
veniences more iiupu^a.Hant than an in- 
convenient post ofiice, whether it is in a 
country village or a growing city. Postal 
matter is something that everybody is iu 
» hurry to receive, and nothing is more 
wearying than to be put to all sorts of an- 
noyance in getting it. We cannot expect 
everything ;it once, and have been very 
fortunate in .lecuring attention to our 
wants at last; but our postal facilities wili 
be Still further improved when we have a 
daily mail from tho Sound, as only half 
the number of peoplo will be likely 
to frequent tho wickets at onco. With 
tho magniticent (♦teniners which will bo 
placed on the route this summer and ibo 
large amount of tr.ivel which is expected, 
a daily mail aeeina to be one of those 
things vhich must follow as a matter of 
conrae, na its absence is becoming a great- 
tar commercial drawback tu travellors 
than ourselves. 



Civ iliziitiou. 



To THE EoiTOH. — the lunatic asylum 
is a dreadful illustration of modern civili- 
zation. The insidu of that institution is a 
little hell upon earth where human 
beings howl and roiir while they are 
treated like cattle in a pound. The law- 
is responsible for all llii.'i: it pennils thn 
lunatic to suffer liko a beast and it pro- 
vides alipper.i for tlio criminal. Tho law 
that regulates tlio duty of the eoroiier is 
another terrible illuatration of flio thing 
that may be c£;!lcd brutal civilization. 
This public officer cannot hold an inquest 
on tho body of a man "found dead" if 
Bomo poison will not swrar that lie has 
reason to believe death was tho result of 
foul play. Tho il^Ilorancu di.Tpl.iyod in the 
making of that law is a cloak tliat con- 
ceals murder. Within the hflc twelve 
months twenty persons "found dead" in 
tho Now Weatininater district wore buried 
lik« doga, and no quustiuns asked I In 



every one of these cases the coroner re- 
fused to act. No one would swear death 
was caused by foul play, oven though cir- 
cumstantial evidence pointed clearly to 
facts that deserved con.sideratioii by 
juries. The dead luei) had no friends; 
thoy were strangers in a Christian coun- 
try where any man who has no friend 
may bo murdered with impunity. On 
Tliursd.'iy of last week in the Royal City 
li man fibout tliirty years of ago, lately em- 
ployed a» oiiginoer on the railway, was 
tired of life and wished to die. Me had 
a friend with him, a man as poor as him- 
self. The pair entered a hut deserted by 
Indians iu that terrible swamp that con- 
tains the filth of tlie city. They tried to 
kindle a fire and while one wa.'* collecting 
wot wood the other took laiidaiiuni. Ilia 
friend wont for a doctor, who cnmo and 
felt the patient's pulse. The pooroutcail 
tired of life admitted that he Iiad taken 
the poison and said, '"I will bo well in a 
little while." The doctor shook his lu ad 
and went away. In a few hours tho man 
was dead. That is another evidei.ce of 
modern civilization. A feilov.' creature 
deprived of reason for an liour by misery 
is deliberately condemned to die in the 
midst of a city inhabited by a Chri.stiaii 
population. And these people would be 
insulted if anyone ventured to say thoy 
do not believe iu Gud'n justice. In this 
case it WI4S the duty of tho doctor to send 
that niifortunato man to the hospital. In 
civilized society the most migerablo wretch 
is not encouraged to commit auicido. Ac- 
cording to law a stranger is only a dog and 
tliQ lunatic a beast. CJivilization in ihe 
Royal Oity looks very like civilization at 
Pekin, where the death of a poor Celo.stial 
by tho kiiifo or hatchet of the assa.-aiii n it 
matter of no consequenco at all. 

Wo have a paternal government and 
the house is in session. Now is the time 
to im[ rove tho law and provide civilization 
with systems suited to tiie wants of an in- 
creasing population. Lkx.

The 
general principle of tho bill was admitted 
by alt. The evil of tho presence of the 
OhiuGflo waa sevoroly folt and nothing had 
yot been done to lisaun it. Our cunati- 
tutional right to deal with tho matter waa 
questioned by aomo, but ho (Air. Davio) 
felt confidcucu in the succwti "f the mea- 
sure, amended and improved as it would 
probably be in committoe. Tho com- 
plaints made against the Chinese in the 
bill would be found a truthful indictniont. 
The various aectiona were foviowtui and 
osplained and it wa.s .itated that authority 
for the bill would bo found in the 95'.li 
section of tho B. N. A. .-let. The term 
Chinese used in tho bill meant any native ' 
of the Chiuesa empire or its deuondoncieR I 
not born of British parents. A j'early tax 
must lie paid by Chinnse. Employers are i 
made reapoiisiblo for the payment of the 
tax by their employen. The uiliuniainai 
of the bodies of deceased Chinese is pro- ] 
hibitod. The use of opium (except for 
medicinal or surgical purposes) is pro- \ 
hibited entirely. Severe penaltfi'S for the ! 
infraction of the law or false personation 
are provided, aiid it will nf>t bo lawful tn 
lot or occupy any rnnm of less than 158 1 cubic 
foot of apace for each person and unlea.s ■ 
such room has a window made to upen at ! 
least 2 feet square. Clause 2G iirovidoa a 
iino for any Ohinuso (not being disabled ' 
by -iicknoas) being in the vicii;ily of any i 
public ealauiity, tVir instance, a lire, who ; 
upr)n being leijaiiated by any authorised 
poiaon to assist in oxt iuguiahing audi tiro. , 
refuses or uegUicta. The hoii- gentleman ! 
referred to the great firft on Corninrant i 
street when the Chinese blocked all llui ' 
avenui?a and when usked lo assist le 
plied ".Me no sa'.-bou." Tho I'J'li and ; 
'JOth sections rid'erred to iippoala and lo- , 
covery of penalties. Whether this act 
prevailed or not it would go a long way 
to show tho Dumiaion government what 
our grievances are and the length we are 
prepared to go to abate what has become 
an unmitigated evil. (Choers.) 
- .Mr. ilui'aviah said that this bill showed 
a rotiogros.sivo spirit. It reversed trie 
legal axiom that a man is innocent till he 
is proved guilty and makes a roan guilty 
until he is proved innocent. It attacked the 
very corner stone uf the constitution and 
would pave tho way to the establishment 
of tho inquisition for tho confinement of 
a uiaii bocaubo ho is u Chinaman, or f'lr 
tying men to the atako and burning them 
biicauHO they wore born with a pigtail. 
The clauao respecting tho use of opium 
would fad Bs miserably as the Indian 
licjuor law had done. Ho did not accuse 
any raomber of claptrap; ho baliovod that 
hon. memboi's were honest in thoir con- 
victions, but he could not vote tor llie 
bill even for tho sake of socuring a few 
votes from bis ounstituaots. Ho would 
vote agftinst lt. 

Sir. Grant had no objection to offer to 
tho bill in itself; but ho thought that 
Chinamen who now hold mining claims 
should notcorae under the provisions of 
the bill. Time should be given for tho 
provision respecting opium to come into 
effect. 

Mr. Dunsrauir drew attention to tho 
last clause of the address passed tho other 
day whuroin it asked that Chinese be not 
engaged on public works by the Domin- 
ion. Why allow Chinese to work on pub- 



lic lands ? Why liconsi* thom a« miners ? 
Why lat them earn monoy in one caso and 
not in the other i Exclude thorn alto- 
gether and there would be some cousia- 
tency between the address and tho bill. 

Mr. (ijlbraith complimented tho lion, 
mover of tho bill, but thought thit «hilo 
wo sought to abato oiio evil we niijjlu 
create aiiothor. Tho lute i/o^'-oi-iuiir-nr. h.-ul 
paa.sed an auti-Chineae bill; but it was 
upset by the court and no appeal was 
taken. In the face of Mr. Justice Gray's 
decision would it be wise to put the bill 
in force at tho end of CO days ( The tiiuc 
ahould be e.\.it-nded to one year. Tlia 
Hiinuto tliia bill wua pae.'ied in upon huu.'ie 
tho Chiiioae would cany a case iiitc court 
through some of the hon. meiiiber:i who 
support the bill cow and who would nr- 
gue to have tho bill declared unconstitu- 
tional, in which case the province would 
bo mulcted in heavy ctiats. Lot the bill bo 
tested constitutionally before an t-lfurt is 
made to put it in force. Kvory licoiiso 
should have a photograph of the Chinoso 
in whoae interest it was issued attached 
to it (Laughter.) He called on the 
house to take great care in dealing witlx 
the matter. 

Mr. Uelgcaen said that tlio committeo 
who ropiirled tho address and the framera 
of tho bill deserved great credit. Ho 
rated certain hon. genileiiion for ahvays 
sayina thuy would "never yield" and yet 
they always did "yield" on ilie (Jhinese 
question (heor).
